Hope was offered for an ac- 
cord for ending the impasse 
over peace treaties which ‘cfus- 
ed tho collapse of the five-power 
foreign ministers’ conference in 
London last October. 

An pnnouncement insued by the 
“Big Threo” Foreign Ministets Ist 
nbrht safd they agretd on proce- 
dure for pence tornis with Gor- 
many's European satellites 
“exccot in the case of other mem- 
bera of tho United Nations who 
will bo invited to take part In ses- 
sions on questions which concern 
thom.” 

The announcement said termn 
will be submitted to a conference 
of representatives of 21 active 
belligerents who fought for the 
Allied couse, to be convened not 
later than May 1, 1946. 

In the meantime. the announce- 
ment added. deputies of the five- 
power council of Foreign Ministers 
will resume work in London, The 
“Bia Three’ conferees asked 
France and ( ching to give approval 
to thelr agreom 

CLOSER TOGETHE R 

The announcement, issued as the 
tri-power conferenco drew to oO 
close, is regarded by forcign 
diplomats in Moncow aon a fir 
conupromise on the positions taken 
at the recent ansuccessful meet- 
ings of the council of Foreign 
Ministers in London. These quar- 
tern expressed the belicf the major 
powers now atand closer sogether 
than they have in months. Byrnes 
sald he wag pleased with tho re- 
sults of the conference, 

Four and a half hours later the 
Ministers were still in sesion-- 
the lunweat meeting to date, 

A ¢ommuniaue covering the 
business conducted at the Confer- 
once ts expected to be issued at 2 
a.m.on Thursday. It was report- 
ed that Secretary Byrnes hod no 
idea that an actual agreement 
could be mado pn the peace 
treatics when he came und obser- 
vers re-called his atatenient upon 
arrival in Moscow that anc should 
not be surprined jf no gurcoments 
wer reached gt the Conference.

99, Tung Choi Street of $1,800. 

Mr. F. X, d’Almada said that 
at about 10 p.m. on Nov. 29 Taal 
Kwai on returning to his room 
following a telephone call was 
forced to open the door to two 
Chinese men, The men produc- 
ed revolvera and started to 
search the occupants. They 
Yook from Luli Kwai the rings 
and watch. On Yuen Mui they 
found nothing but a kay to the 
wardrobe in which they got the 
W.0.$100,000, 

Regarding the second robbery, 
Mr. d’Almada_ said that on Dec.
